Putting on papaya 


AS I WRITE, my face is covered ina 
film of transparent non-greasy 
cream, ἃ bit like Vaseline, but mer- 
elfully free of any chemical] smell or 
cheap perfume. It ia Dr. Rose 
Bildoo)’s ‘‘Normacream," made in 
Jericho from fruit trom her Golden 
Jericho Papaya plantation. > 

T'm always glad to see the begin- 
ning of 2 new, home-grown cosmetic 
industry, and this one in particular 
because this, its first product, is 
made -from ‘‘pure natural in- 
gredients,” Dr. Bilbool claims that 
her cream sloughs off dead cells 
while at the sazne time it nouriahea 
and moisturizes the skin. It also 
cures pumples and blemishes and 
“slows down process."" 
While I haven't tested it long enough 
to find out the truth of the claims, I 
have found that the cream is rapidly 
absorbed, with no sticky residue, 
leaving the skin softer. 

According to the doctor, the 
papaya contains no leas than five en- 
zymes, which normalize the Ph 
balance of the akin, This Ph balance 
is very much in cosmetic manufac- 
turers’ minds at the moment — ifthe 
balance 15 wrong in one way, our 
skin {is too dry, if it errs in the other 
direction, it becomes too oily. How 
can the papaya enzymes restore the 
balance in both directions (when 
most creams are specifically for dry 
or oily skins)? 

That's what the papaya does, says 
the distributors, and have plenty of 
letters to prove that a great many 
women have found it helpful. Well, in 
some countries papaya juice is used 
to.tenderize meat, so why shouldn't 
it soften the human skin? 

The cream 50 far in available only 
at selected perfumeries and 
chemists, and also at some health 
food stores. It costs a hefty 11,160 for 
8. 60cc pot, and my main question to 
the distributora was why it costs 50 
much. 

Of the 11.160, IL60 goes to Dr. 
Bilbool for contents and packaging.

WHILE on the subject of what you 
get for your money in buying 
cosmetics, the January issue of 


“Which,” the British consumer 
magazine, did an exhaustive inquiry 
into moisturizers, testing some 60 
different products. 

What goes into moisturizers? 
“Which’’ found that ‘‘like many 
cosmetics, the main Ingredient is 
usually water — between 60 and 80 
per cent. Other major ingredients 
were oils, fats, waxes, sometimes 


gcent, preservatives and 
emulsifiers, to keep the of] and water 
together.” 


Do moisturizers and other skin 
“foods” help at all? “Which” found 
that by putting water on the skin, the 
moisture level of the outer, horny 
layer can be raixzed again ( after be- 
ing dried out and roughened by wind 
and sun) and it gains flexibility. Put- 
ting fatty, olly or waxy stuff on the 
skin smooths and cements down any 
flakes, making surfaces feel soft 2nd 
helping to delay evaporaus of 
moisture. “‘So mixtures of oils and 
water should soften and smooth skin 
and prevent rapid moisture loss." 

However, “Which" warns against 
fatfetched claims. ‘‘To do more 


your skin and be taken up by the lin- 
ing layer below. There's no evidence 
that this is possible. So claims about 
feeding or nourishing your skin 

should be treated with care."’ 
“Which” did a break-down of two 
moisturizera, one cheap and one ex- 
pensive, of equal weight. Even 
though the study was based on 
creams sold in the U.K., it still 
applies to much of what is marketed 
Ὁ. hee 
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What did ‘““Which" decide was the 
best moisturizer? No prizes for 
guessing that their testers couldn't 
come to any agreement at all, and. 
“Which" concluded its inquiry by 
recommending that when choosing a 
new moisturizer, you should start 
with the cheapest, and work gradual- 
ly upwards in price, until you find 
the one you like the best.

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THE WORLD COUNGIL of Churches 
has turned into a battlefield for 
religious Hberty in the USSR. It 
started in November-December 
1975, di the Fifth Assembiy of 
the WCC in Nairobi, when an appeal 
from two religious Russian dis- 
sidefts was brought to the attention 
of the Council's Secretary-General, 
Philip Porter. The — Gleb 
Yakunin, a priest, and Lev Regelsan 
— sharply accused the Sovict 
authorities of religious persecution.

Members of the Comuzunist ‘‘state 
churches” delegations immediately 
insisted that the Assembly not con- 
alder these ‘‘slanderous’* ac- 
cusations. But under considerable 
moral pressure from other 
delegates, the WCC decided to in- 
itiate an inquiry and to discuss the 
preliminary findings at a meeting of 
its central committee in August. 

Meanwhile, senior Soviet officials, 
including the Deputy Minister of 
Justice and the Chairman of the 
Council for Religious Affairs, issued 
statements in an attempt to 
minimize the effects of the Nairobi 
meeting. They claimed that: 

« the USSR wages a systematic 
struggle against violations of 
religious liberty by local authorities; 
© Soviet religious legislation is “the 
most humane and democratic in the 
world;"' 

* Church leaders themselves claim 
that there is full religious freedom in 
Russia; 

© no one is persecuted in the USSR 
for his religious activities. 

On March 6, 1876, Yakunin and 
Regelson sent another appeal to 
Philip Porter. Their long letter is 
surely the most impressive docu- 
ment ever written against re: 
persecution in the USSR. It is 
directed not against particular 
violations of human rights but 
against the pertinent legislation 
itself. 

‘The authors claim that the obligatory 
registration of religious societies in 
itself constitutes a punitive measure, 
that religious societies are deprived 
of the right to own houses of worship 
or religious articles, that religious 
societies are forbidden to pursue

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The day of Na’amat 


HAVING BURST onto Israet’s social scene brandishing its new 
name two weeks ago, Na’amat is today holding a special rally 
in Jerusalem, with the participation of the Prime Minister, to 
highlight its first obvious transformation in many a year. 


Under the new name there are, of course, some familiar old 
facts. For essentially Na‘amat is still Moetzet Hapoalot (Work- 
ing Women's Council}, the policy-making aspect of the His- 
tadrut's women's movement, with its scores of local branches 
known throughout the country as belonging to Irgun Imahot 
Ovdot (Working Mothers’ Organization), and supported abroad 
by a sister organization, Pioneer Women, which operates in 
12 different countries, mainly the U.S. : 

brand new name should, however, help in clearing up 
te πότοι bred by a variety of titles, and establish Na‘amat 
in the public eye for what it is. Certainly it ought to lead 
to ἃ better awareness of the responsibilities of the movement 
as a whole, and, even more importantly, it could serve to give 

᾿ Na‘amat a fresh start and direction. 

Na'amat's 30,000 active members today run day creches 
and kindergartens for working mothers’ kids, vocational cen- 
tres for school-girl dropouts, and dormitory schools for orphans 
and underprivileged youth. Its community centres provide 
courses for parents in home economics and psychology. These 
activities are largely concentrated in the country’s poorer 
Jocalities, and they serve to introduce the newer immigrants 
from the lands of Asia and Africa, and their children, to 
modern ideas and technologies. But the movement also puts 
out a monthly magazine, now also renamed Na’‘amat, which 
is widely considered to be one of the best of its kind in Israel. 

The main thrust of Na’amat’s effort is indeed directed at 
bridging the social gulf which separates, in communal terms, 
well off Ashkenazim and hard up Sephardim. This is ad- 
mittedly an explosive division, in the elimination of which 
the authorities have invested a great deal of attention and 
resources. Yet the investment has not nearly been sufficient. 
Particularly in ‘these belt-tightening days, the social services 
dispensed by the Government are liable to be the first victims 
of any retrenchment, This Jeaves the field wide open for a 
movement of working and volunteer women — such as the 
one from which Na‘amat takes its acronym — to provide the 
needed initiative. 

For all its undoubted past achievements, the 55-year-old 
Na’amat can ill afford to rest on its laurels. There is no ques- 
tion, for example, that the country's working womanpower — 
and its national product — could significantly be increased if 
more, and less expensive, creches were available for young 
mothers. This is now recognized to be one of the keys to the 
relief of the shortage of hospital nurses. Na’amat has done 
great things in this area, but it is alleged that its creches, 
like thase of other women's organizations, are too few and 
too expensive. 

Fortunately, in Tamar Eshel, its dynamic new secretary- 
general who took over last year after the death of veteran 
Beba Idelson, newly-fashioned Na'amat has the guarantee of 
spirited leadership to cope with future challenges. 


All quiet in the Gulf 


THE LITTLE OIL STORM in the Gulf of Suez has now blown 
over, it seems. The full details of an arrangement between 
Israel and the U.S. are still to be worked out by a mission 
which is due to leave Jerusalem for Washington later this 
week, but the general principles of a settlement were already 
agreed upon at a meeting yesterday between Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin and Ambassador Malcolm Toon. 

Basically, this involves an acceptance by the U.S. of the 
Israeli contention that the situation created in the Suez Gulf 
by the 1967 Six Day War must be maintained — south, that 
is, of Abu Rodeis, which has in the meantime been ceded 
back to the Egyptians. The concession granted back in 1964 
by the Egyptian Government to the Amoco Company will be 
fully respected, but no fresh oil drillings will in fact be at- 
tempted east of the Gulf's median line without the prior 
consent of the Israeli authorities. Thus both Israeli and Amer- 
ican interests will be satisfied, without either side impinging 
on the other's preserve. 

With this happy ending already in view, it is only to be 
regretted that an entirely minor disagreement — which should 
have been left from the start to the processes of quiet diplo- 
macy — was worked up by needless publicity to look as though

Three years ago, on September Ui, 1973, the left-wing Government of 
President Salvador Allende was overthrown. by a coup carried out by 
the leaders of the army, navy, air force, and national police. Allende, 
isolated in the presidential palace, committed suicide. Since then Chile 
has become infamous for its oppression and totalitarianism, but there 
are signs of a new dawn, writes ELIEZER BEN-AMI. 


America has seen the dawn, after 
οἷς of those long, sad, rainy nights of 
winter. It is hard for the sun to es- 
tablish its light, which comes slowly, 
recedes and comes back again. The 
clouds, the dew suspended in the air, 
and the cold are efficient allles of the 
night, struggling to remain. But It 
cannot, as the winter may be; 
the day-night, darkness-light, fear- 
calm cycle continues relentlessly. 

This happens and will go on 
happening forever. everywhere. And 
in the far south of South America, 
where today peoples are Lving 
through an hour of dramatic 
@arkness, light will arrive for them 
too. Not at the same time, not in the 
game way, for al) of them, but it will 
arrive. In the blackest moments of 
history, when the abyss appeared to 
be most unfathomable, man always 
saw the first tidings of the liberating 
@awn. 

We believe that this is what is 
happening in the country where we 
were born and where we fought. 
‘There, clinging to the backbone of 
the Andes, well to the south, lies 
Chile. There, there is a long history. 
often painful. This is a country that 
was built by hard work, that never 
had much gold, a country where 
Nature was always rough towards 
those who chose to live there. It has 
known devastating earthquakes; it 
has always been a challenge for the 
natives, for the colonizers, for the 
builders. But, if there was no gold, 
there was always something thet 
aided progress: its wonderful 
climate; its variety of natura! 
resources, its good earth, and — 
above all —- its Uberty. 

True, this people wasn’t complete- 
ly different from the other peoples of 
America; tt wasn't above violence, 
that violence which is in the blood its 
men have received down their 
history. But it is an island. Moun- 
tains, ocean. desert and arctic ice 
have made it insuler, and that has 
imparted something different to the 
character of its men and women. 

During the century and a haifafter 
it brake its ties with Spain, Chile 
tried to grow up and, in the politica! 
field, it advanced more than many of 
its continental brothers. There was a 
certain amount of anarchy, but it did 
not last long and it was not very 
bloody. There were struggles and 
confrontations but, like the earth 
tremors. they were violent and 
short. 

+ Even in its weaknesses and its 
faults, democracy was an outstand- 
ing attribute.
